IN preparing this book of house plans it 
was necessary to consider present-day 
conditions. The specifications for the mod- 
ern home" should be: proper exposure, con- 
venience in layout, compact kitchen, few 
halls, neat trim, comfortable stairs, plenty 
of stair head room, many light outlets at 
convenient locations, heating comfort, good 
framing, fire protection, windows at proper 
height from floor, air-tight walls and insula- 
tion. 

The many plan books on the market at 
present neglect these necessary features. 
Many of these books are made of photo- 
graphs of houses that are perhaps ten to fif- 
teen years old. They do not include the qual- 
ities that should be in the up-to-date home. 
The past years have taught us much. We are 
no longer satisfied with large overhangs in 
cornices to collect icicles in winter.

Nothing has been overlooked to give 
you the advantage of the beauty and prac- 
ticability of these styles combined with the 
most modern room layout.
